Once  again  the  music  lovers  of  Greater  Boston  greet  the  Esplanade 
Concerts  and  their  redoubtable  conductor,  Arthur  Fiedler! 

It  is  but  a few  short  years  ago  that  these  concerts  were  in  their 
infancy.  Yet  they  are  already  entering  upon  their  seventh  season — a 
welcome  oasis  in  the  musical  desert  of  midsummer  Boston.  Almost 
tomorrow — so  it  will  seem — the  Esplanade  Concerts  will  be  celebrat- 
ing their  tenth  decade;  and  when  so  worthy  an  organization  can 
commemorate,  in  hearty  round  numbers,  the  measured  years  of  its 
existence,  it  can,  without  self-flattery  or  pomposity,  consider  itself  an 
institution. 

Still  fresh  in  Boston’s  memory  are  those  formal  rites  with  which, 
in  the  autumn  of  1930,  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  celebrated 
its  fiftieth  season.  This  year  our  Orchestra  cejebrates  the  fiftieth  season 
of  its  concerts  in  New  York  and  Brooklyn.  Dr.  • Serge  Koussevitzky 
now  holds  the  record  as  that  conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  who  has  continued  longest  in  a single  term  of  service. 

Only  last  week,  musical  Boston  was  present  at  the  close  of  the 
Pops’  “Golden  Jubilee  Season”— a season  which,  in  many  senses  of 
the  word,  might  well  be  termed  golden,  and  an  anniversary  rousingly 
marked  by  ebullient  audiences. 


On  Friday  afternoon,  October  11,  Dr.  Koussevitzky,  refreshed 
by  an  extended  European  sojourn,  and  wearing  the  figurative  laurels 
of  his  recent  triumphs  in  London,  and  those  he  will  undoubtedly 
achieve  later  in  the  summer  at  Stockholm  and  Helsingfors,  will  set  in 
motion  the  fifty-fifth  season  of  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  concerts. 

As  has  been  the  custom  in  recent  years,  the  twenty-four  Friday 
afternoon  and  twenty-four  Saturday  evening  concerts  will  be  supple- 
mented by  the  two  series  of  six  concerts  each,  which  occur  about  once 
a month  on  Monday  evenings  and  Tuesday  afternoons.  These  two 
shorter  series  provide  an  excellent,  introduction  to  symphonic  music 
for  those  who  are  new  attendants  of  orchestral  concerts.

As  the  season  1935-1936  looms,  everywhere,  in  Greater  Boston,  followers  of 
music  contemplate  with  interest  the  fare  for  the  season — find  satisfaction  in  antici- 
pating a rehearing  of  those  classics  which  they  particularly  cherish,  and  know 
they  will  hear  played  as  only  Dr.  Koussevitzky  can  play  them;  or  look  forward 
to  tidings  of  interesting  new  scores.  Here  and  there,  possibly,  they  spy  the  name 
of  some  celebrated  soloist  which  makes  them  look  forward  to  a certain  date  with 
particular  relish;  and,  at  midseason,  there  is  always  the  interesting  phenomenon 
of  Dr.  Koussevitzky’s  forces  performing  under  one  or  another  celebrated  guest- 
conductor. 

And  so,  while  the  mild  strains  of  summer  music  strike  agreeably  upon  our 
ears,  wise  is  the  listener  who  gives  more  than  a passing  thought  to  his  musical 
fare  for  the  winter.
